o f acres o f semi-arid lands in this 
Great West,” said Campbell, “ which 
if pro perly farmed wo uld p ro v^ a 
liveliho o d fo r a vast po pulatio n. My 
experience has ranged o ver many 
years in all parts o f the West fro m 
Nebraska and Kansas to the Pacific 
Slo pe and I kno w that go o d pro duc­ 
tio n can be o btained fro m land 
where there is but slight rainfall and 
where as a matter o f fact many farm­ 
ers have met disaster thro ugrh the 
lack o f pro per kno wledge as to the 
pro per co urse to pursue in preparing 
these lands and patting 
in 
their 
cro ps. 
“ The chief tro nble in 
many

stances o f cro p failure is that the 
ranchers who lo st o ut lacked 
the

Washing to n and 
Oreg o n are pro mising cro ps abo v e the 1 0 0 per cent 
no rmal. 
Ev ery where the farmer is pro ducing to the best 
o f his ability ; ev ery where he is reducing his indebted­ 
ness thro ug h sy stematic eco no mies and careful man­ 
ag ement. 
If o ther elements jn o ur bo dy po litic— em­ 
plo y ing , wag e-earning and pro fessio nal— co uld face 
the facts as co urag eo usly and co nsistently , it wo uld 
be the better fo r the natio n. 


THE RECORD OF SUGAR BEETS 


Statistics o n the German beet sug ar industry hav e 
just been published by “ Co ncerning Sug ar” co v ering 
a perio d o f 6 3 y ears. 
The industry was stimulated in fo reig n co untries 
under hig h pro tectio n and the pay ment o f ex po rt 
bo unties. 
Tbe mo st remarkable fact sho wn by the repo rt 
is the increase in y ield o f all o ther cro ps when g ro wn 
in ro tatio n with sug ar beets. 
With no increase in 
acreag e Germany alo ne increased her annual y ield 
o f cereal cro ps by 6 0 0 millio n bushels; No rthwestern 
Euro pe by two millio n bushels, the v alue o f increased 
y ield o f o ther cro ps far ex ceeding the v alue o f the 
sug ar pro duced. 
Such a reco rd as this sho uld enco urag e western 
fanners in the cultiv atio n o f the sug ar beet. 
It g iv es 
so me idea o f the v alue o f the sug ar beet industry to 
the west and its clo se co nnectio n with the g ro wth o f 
o ur ag ricultural and sto ck raising industries. 


POSTAL SAVINGS REFORM 


The pro mised plans fo r impro v ing the po stal sav ­ 
ing s serv ice are well under way , and as so o n as co n­ 
g ress reco nv enes leg islatio n is ex pected to make the 
plans effectiv e. 
Under a bill which has been pro po sed the interest 
rate o n po stal depo sits will be increased fro m two 
per cent to three. 
The max imum allo wed a sing le 
depo sito r is to be raised to $3 ,0 0 0 . 
Depo sito ry o f­ 
fices are to be increased; trust and jo int acco unts ac­ 
cepted. 
Circulars and no tices in fo reig n lang uag es 
will acquaint the immig rant po pulatio n with this fo rm 
o f sav ing . 
Interest will be paid o n depo sits held 
less than a y ear, and a fing er print sy stem o f identi­ 
ficatio n installed fo r the illiterate. 
In enco urag ing po stal depo sits thro ug h mo re fa­ 
v o rable reg ulatio ns it is no t intended to put the po st 
o ffice in co mpetitio n with the banks. 
Mr. Hay es ex ­ 
plains that the idea is to create new depo sito rs amo ng 
peo ple no t y et educated to trust in priv ate banking 
institutio ns. 
The po st o ffice reaches many citizens to who m 
banks and banking are little kno wn. 
It is larg ely 
fro m these ranks that the financial dupes and o bjects 
o f mean thiev ery are to be fo und. 
In enco urag ing 
these peo ple to sav e and keep their mo ney in safer 
and mo re pro fitable places than the so ck, the mat­ 
tress and the o ld trunk, the po st o ffice department 
can perfo rm a v ery actual serv ice.

-------------Sa n Be rna rdino S u n------------- 
T here is m erit in the p rop osal of T. Gilbert Pear­ 
son. p resident of the National Association of Au du ­ 
bon Societies, th at the killing of bald eagles in Alas­ 
ka be stop p ed u ntil carefu l inv estigation has dis­ 
closed w hether the birds deserv e death. 
Alaska is 
the last rem aining p lace owned by the United States 
where the bald eagle, sy mbol of A m erican indep end- 
ance, is to be fou nd in large nu m bers, and there is 
some likelihood th at it will be ex term inated there 
u nless the w arfare now being waged against the bird 
is ended. 
On the grou nd that as a p redatory crea­ 
tu re it destroy s anim al life which wou ld be of v alu e 
to mankind, the territorial gov ernment is p ay ing a 
bou nty for each eagle killed, and Mr. Pearson say s 
he has information th at bou nties hav e been p aid al­ 
ready on 15.000. 
Now scientific inv estigation has shown th at birds 
and m ammals su p p osed to be inju riou s som etim es 
do more good than harm and that it is a m istake to 
ex term inate them , as they p lay an im p ortant p art in 
m aintaining the equ ilibriu m of natu re, and when the 
balance is distu rbed m ischief resu lts. 
Thu s it has 
been fou nd in certain localities that after the ex term ­ 
ination of hawks and owls, rats and mice increased 
rap idly and did m ore damage than the birds, which 
hold their nu m bers dowm, bu t which, becau se they 
occasionally attacked chickens and game, were con­ 
sidered a nu isance. 
It is av erred in p laces in the 
West that since the coy ote disap p eared p rairie dogs, 
on which they u sed to p rey , hav e m u ltip lied so rap ­ 
idly th at they hav e become more of a p est than the 
little wolv es were. 
The only fair way to determ ine the good and bad 
qu alities of a wild creatu re is by carefu l stu dy of 
the habits of a large nu m ber of sp ecimens. 
The bald 
eagle, as Mr. Pearson say s, is entitled to its day in 
cou rt. 
The bou nty , encou raging men to ex term inate 
this great American bird, shou ld be withdraw n u n­ 
til ex am ination of the ev idence has determ ined ac­ 
cu rately its economic statu s.

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The Congressional Recess

Riv e rs ide Press

W hen congress adjou rned last week for a m onth’s 
recess it left a lot of im p ortant work u ncomp leted. 
Tax ation and traiff rev ision—the two chief p u rp oses 
of the sp ecial session called last Ap ril—hav e had to 
wait ov er u ntil nex t month. 
There is likelihood, so 
congressional leaders say , that they will ev en wait 
u ntil early nex t y ear and the regu lar session of con­ 
gress which will op en December 4. 
In sp ite of its sins of omission, congress really 
accomp lished a few things. 
Among the 6 5 more or 
less v ital m easij-es which actu ally became laws were 
the em ergency tariff and immigration restriction acts, 
su p p osed to fill in the u nav oidable lap se of time 
du ring the p rep aration of carefu lly stu died and p er­ 
m anent statu tes. 
The bu dget bill and the p eace 
resolu tion were both ex p ected of this congress, and 
were both p u t across.
